Cork, the Veterinary College, the Munster In- 
stitute, its agricultura)] stations in Athenry, 
Ballyhaise and Clonakilty, its Forestry~ Sta- 
tion, its Schools of Rural Economy) and the 
colleges which it. aids in Mountbellew,..Rallas- 
kenry and Warrenstown, places within the 
reach of farmers’ sons and daughters and anv 
wider public which cares to avail itself of 
these educational facilities, the opportunity 
of. bringing modern knowledge to bear on the 
most ancient calling in the world. Nor do the 
Department’s ramifications end jin its colle. 
giate courses and its itinerant instruction. 
Its live stock and other agricultural schemes 
are proving ef important pecuniary value, and 
it-has also a wide record of “ intelligence and 
public services, ” which bear careful examina. 
tion. to disclose. 


A Minor Criticism. 


Indeed, on its positive side perhaps the only 
criticisms we feel inclined to make are that 
more attention might well be devoted to the 
economic phases of its work and a higher rate 
be struck in some counties. The two 
pages and a quarter devoted to discussing the 
ns Ár of Instruction in Marketing of Agri- 
cultural Produce,” whilst detailing valuable 
work done in regard to the preparation for the 
marketing of eggs, poultry, early potatoes, 
fruit and honey, seem to convey the im- 
pression that preparation, once adequately 

ursued, effective marketing must follow. 

But, unless efficiency is rewarded by reason- 
ably lucrative sale, it is not likely for long to 
command the energy requisite for its con- 
tinuance. 

It may, perhaps, be said that marketing 
proper—which it is becoming a habit to con- 
fusé with grading, packing and other technical 
processes—is not strictly the concern of the 
State, and that any apparent shortcomings on 
this side of the Department’s work are offset 
by a grant to the Irish Agricultural Organisa- 
tion Society. (This grant amounts to slightly 
over one per cent. of the Department s net ex- 
penditure. ) 

But, even if such a proportion spent 
annually can be held to be an adequate recog- 
nition of the fact that attention must be in- 
creasingly directed towards bridging the 
wide chasm between the producer's share in 
the cost of our butter, eggs, and bacon, and 
the price the consumer pays for them, more 
stress should be laid on the fact that no effort 
must be spared to see, not only that the 
farmer produces the best foodstutfs, but that 
he receives the best current market prices for 
them. 


Reducing Theory to Practice: A 
Canadian Example. 


Not, of course; that this diminishes the 
value of the work done. - Perhaps, the claim 
sometimes made that our Department oi Agri- 
culture is unequalled in the world, if slightly 
extravagant, contains a-solid element of truth, 
and. we do not attaeh great value, to a 
edunter-eriticism ~whiclr-issometimes advanced, 
that it works too much in the region of 
theory. The “practical ” man is. net often 
the soundest authority on how best to apply 
scientific knowledge. to the immediate pur- 
poses of pecuniary advantage. All the same, 
a comparison with -what is done elsewhere 
is sOmetimes useful, and two concrete in- 
stances have come under our notice of how the 
information acquired in skilled farming can be 
brought to the level of “ the plain man.” 

The first-comes from Canada. There the 
Department of Agriculture runs; both a_cen- 
tral farm, in which experiments are, tried out 
in animal and field husbandry, horticulture, 
cereals, forage plants, chemistry, botany, bac- 
teriology, poultry, bees, tobacco, and severe! 
other branches of farming investigation, and 
also twenty-six branch farms, scattered over 
the provinces of the great Dominion, A few 
examples of what these farms do will illus- 
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trate their potential utility. At Charlotte- 
town (Prince Edward Island) ““experiments 
with crop Pétations, including a four-year, two 
five-year atid a seven-year rotation, have been 
in progress: since “1912; and from these the 
yield and’ production of farm crops have been 
obtained: ““,“The five-Year ‘rotation, with two 
crops of ¢léver im its rotation, has. signifi- 
cantly increased its productivity.’’ 


The Value of District Trial Farms. 


At Nappan, Nova Scotia, “‘ the average feed 
cost to raise one lamb was $6.77; to main- 
tain a breeding ewe for one year, $8.97. The 
labour and investment returns over feed cost, 
$452.42.’’. (The flock censisted, on January 1, 
1928, of. 48 pure-bred Shropsimres.) .At Kent- 
ville (also in Nova Scotia) the average of a 
herd of 26. dual purpose shorthorns was 
5,528.9 lbs. of milk and 268.7 lbs. of butter, 
and the average lactation period 280 days. 
Here also “$a record is being kept of field 
crops, and this serves asa guide in determining 
the cost of various field crops under average 
soil conditions. '' 

In Lennoxville cultural and fertiliser experi- 
ments include “denth of ploughing trials, date 
of ploughing land for grain and corn, date of 
seeding hay crops, tile-drained rersus un- 
drained Jand, barnyard manure, green manure 
and commercial fertilisers for various crops, 
uge of lime and renovation of old pasture 
lands. 

We could cite similar cases almost 
finitely, scattered through about seventy 
pages of this Department’s report. We quote 
them not because they are necessarily appli- 
cable here, but illustratively, and, if it be said 
that our own Department is also engaged 
upon research—e.g., in Glasnevin, or that the 
itinerant instructor is considered the surest 
agency through whom to bring the results of 
experiment home to the farmer. our rejoinder 
would be that it would be difficult to over- 
estimate the value to farmers of seeing these 
things efficiently done in their own districts 
under their own eves on farms run with a 
purely educative intent, with all the known 
facts recorded, and no attempt made to prove 
a thesis, hut onlv an honest policy of trial and 
error exhibited for the intelligent to examine. 
It need not interfere with existing schemes. 
H it cost a little monev it would be worth it. 
We do not think the “‘ agricultural stations ’ 
adequately cover this ground. 
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Homely Experiments : a Suggestion. 


There might, however, be some people who 
would cavil, saying, doubtless, that what the 
Government, with “‘ unlimited” resources can 
do the poor small farmer, with his meagre 
means, cannot copy! For these there is a 
more homely type of experiment possible. 
The current issue of the ‘‘ Journal’’ of the 
British Ministry of Agriculture contains an 
account by Mr. J. W. Reid, Hertfordshire In- 
stitute of Agriculture, of the ‘financial re- 
sults from a Hertfordshire small holding.”’ 
Here the farm reviewed is considered mainly 
from the standpoint of costings, the occupier 
holding his tenancy under the County Council 
and co-operating with the Herts Institute in 
the keeping of cost accounts. It is not stated 
whether exvert guidance was given to this 
farmer of 54 acres. who, in a four years’ 
cropping scheme (1924-8). made net profits 
verving from £177 to £410 at an expenditure 
of about £825 per annum, or whether all the 
credit—excepting what arose out of the cost 
accounting system furnished to him—was due 
to his own skill. Nor is this verv important 
for the purposes of our own suggestion. 

What we suggest is that, with a little imagi- 
nation, some variant<« on the present conntv 
schemes, in which the Denartment of Agri- 
culture and the County Councils coild co- 
operate, might be adopted, in. which. the 
Denartment could make arrangements with’ 
a few farmers for working. out, under the 
normal conditions on” existing farms, not 
only costs, but -methods.~ suited to the 
locality, to its usual markets, its soils, its 
general culture. Such a plan would resuire 
give and take on both sides. It would he 
frankly. experimental, and “research would 
instify a reasonable outlay on the part of 
the two authorit{@s concerned. 
be a success commercially; and yet might be 
of high educative value. 

We admit there are many possible diffi. 
culties, but wevare ‘satisfied that, sooner or 
later, in this.and most other countries public 
opinion will attach conditions to land tenure 
which will make the direct application of 
skilled knowledge not only desirable, but 
desired. Would it not be worth the while 
of the Department’s experts to think out a 
simple plan of how so to use the desires of 
a few landless mer for land to till as to 
make their holdings valuable examples of 
good farming? 


AUTUMN SOWN ONIONS. 


> 
A plentiful supply of scallions for the 
spring and summer months next year can be 
ensured by sowing the seeds of suitable varie- 
ties of onions now. Light, well-drained “soil is 
desirable, and the seed should be sown on 
raised beds at the rate of 1 ounce per 6 sq. 
yards, The ground must be in a fine dry con- 
dition at the time of sowing, and wel] trodden 
down once the sowing has béen made. It 
will be 2 yee» to water the beds during 
periods of drought, and throughout winter 
precautions taken against waterlogging of the 
seed bed. White Lisbon is the best and 
cheapest variety to use for this purpose. 
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RAVAGES OF THE 
MANGEL FLY. 
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HOW TO FIGHT IT. 


N some parts of the country the maggots 
| of the mangel fly are responsible for 
considerable damage to mange! and sugar 
beet. The signs of attack are familiar to 
most farmers. Pale blotches, like blisters, 
will be found upon the leaves; these are 
caused by the maggots of the fly feeding 
upon the tissues between the upper and 
lower skins of the leaf. The discoloured 
patches become brown and withered, and 
when the attack is severe and plant growth 
is slow or stationary, small. plants may be 
killed outright. 

In order to mitigate the damage, it may 
be desirable, so long as the present dry spell 
continues, to endeavour to promote growth 
by lightly working the soil. Where the soil 
is of such a nature that rolling can safely be 
carried out, it has given good results in a 
number of cases. Plants that are already 
singled will also, in many cases, benefit from 
rolling; but the real cure is rain and warm 
weather, so that the plant will be able 
quickly to grow away from the trouble. As 
soon as it is considered practicable, a top- 
dressing of a soluble, quick-acting nitro- 
genous manure should be given. 

The turnip-flea beetle is also taking its toll 
of late-sown seeds and kale. Seed sown at 
the same time as mangels has, as usual, 
escaped, and such crops are now being 
thinned. Those whose crops regularly suffer 
from the attack of this pest should, for the 
future, make up their minds to sow a pro- 
portion, at least, of their crop early. It is 
better to run the risk of mildew, which, after 
all, may not materialise, than to chance the 
loss of a whole crop. 


Preshaugh Plentiful. 


There has been ample opportunity this 
year, in charlock infested areas, of 
trying . the effect of the various 
specifics recommended for destroying this 
pernicious weed. Spraying with copper 
sulphate is probably still as effective as 
any, but is rather laborious, and water is not 
always readily available. Of dry sprays, one 
that has given a considerable measure of 
success is calcium cyanamide, It should be 
applied preferably before the flowering stem 
of the plant is formed, and in the calm of an 
early dewy morning when the leaf is wet. 
It is an obiectionable substance to apply by 
hand, and the ordinary manure drill does not 
give perfect distribution. By far the best 
means of application is a horse-drawn dry 
spraver. Such a machine will apply the dress- 
ing in the form of a thick cloud of dust that 
falls uniformly over the entire leaf surface. 
As a result, the charlock leaf gradually 
withers and falls, while the corn blade escapes 
practically unscathed. The great advantage 
of using calcium cyanamide for killing char- 
lock is that it also acts, afterwards, as a 
nitrogenous stimulant for the corn, contain- 
ing, as it does, about 20 per cent. of nitrogen. 
This comparatively new fertiliser seems likely 
to remove one of the greatest drawbacks to 
spring corn growing in charlock districts. Its 
adoption as a weed-killer would mean delay- 
ing the application. of the normal nitrogenous 
dressing till after the charlock was: well up, 
and then using calcium cyanamide as ‘the 
source of nitrogen. 


SPRING CABBAGES. 


SOW SEEDS NOW. 


OR a-supply of cabbage in.April and 
3 May. the seeds of suitable. varieties 
should now be sown. Ground from 
which early potatoes have been lifted forms 
the best seed bed. When the stalks have. been 
removed no more preparation is needed. than 


remove irregularities, so as to ensure-an even 
covering of the seed. Moistness is a pirime 
consideration for a good -bit, “and if. the 
weather is not somewhat showery at the time 
of sowing then the beds should be well. wetted 
before the seeds are sown, and lightly covered 
with fine mould. Daily watering for the first 
week will be well repaid in a strong braird of 
seedlings. 


Quantity of Seed Required. 


An ounce of seed will under right conditions 
yield a thousand plants, or about Zlib. seed 
will produce a sufficient: number for planting 
a statute acre. The seed should be sown 
thinly in the beds so as to produce strong, 
sturdy, well-rooted specimens. No manures 
need be applied where seed is sown on potato 
ground, but in other cases an apphieation of a 
complete fertilizer such as is used for potatoes, 
viz., four parts of super, one part muriate of 
potash, and one part. sulphate of ammonia, 
will benefit, the seedlings and assist them in 
the struggle with weeds. 


Varieties to Sow. 


Long lists of varieties will be found in the 
seed catalogues, but for consistently good re- 
sults it is well to confine attention to a few 


variety with remarkable freedom froin Dolt- 
ing, an important point, especially in 
the earliest varieties. Flower of Spring 
aud Early Offenham are as good 
seconds as can be chosen, and 

have -the merit of having’ stood 

test of time. It is important to ensure get- 
ting a good strain of Offenham. There are 


for the customer to continue sowings from 
such as he finds to be superior. 

A light dusting with slaked lime when the 
seedlings come up will help to ward off at- 
tacks of the turnip fiv, in case a period of 
drought has provided this pest an opportunity 
of doing damage. Such applications are also 
useful in counteracting finger and toe or club 
root in the case of land infected with the or- 
ganisms producing this disease. Dusting 
with lime or soot also helps to restrict the 
operations of the cabbage root fly. 


Transplanting. 


Transplanting should be done in Septem- 
ber and October in rows 2 feet apart, with 15 
to 18 inches hetween the plants. Forcing 
should be avoided at this stage, the aim being 
to have hardy, well-established plants which 
will wel] witstand winter frosts and winds. 

In February and March liberal applications 
of artificial) manures should be made, and in 
this connection it is well to let nitrate of soda 
or other quick-acting nitrogenous fertilisers 
come into full play in bustling the crop into 
readiness for cutting.

SELECTION AND CULLING 
OF STOCK. 


HE most reliable method of discovering 
E the best layers in a flock is by means of 
the trap-nest. Where trap-nesting has 
not yet been tried the following points should 
be carefully considered when selecting pullets 
for the second season. Constitutional vigour 
is the first essentia] in a good layer, and can 
be judged by the general healthy appearance 
of the bird—bright eye, red comb, smooth 
plumage and straight breast-bone. 


Head Points. 


The head should be neat and fine, the eye 
bright and prominent, and the neck slender. 

The body should be wedge-shaped, the back 
wide—the width being carried well back to 
the tail. Abdominal capacity can be indi 
cated by placing the bird under the left arm 
and by measuring with the right hand the dis- 
tance between the end of the breast-bone and 
the pelvic bones; A bird showing a width of 
four or five fingers is likely to make a good 
layer, whereas a bird with a width of one or 
two fingers is: probably a poor producer, 
and should be rejected. The pelvic hones 
should be fine and well set apart, and the 
skin soft and silky to the touch. These 
points apply to the selection of layers of any 
breed. 


Selecting Pullets. 

When selecting pullets of any par- 
ticular breed, reject those that are not 
typical of the, breed — ¢.g., Wyandottes with 
single eombs andjdeathers on shanks: Leg- 
horns with black Jeathers, etc. 

Maturing. : 

The opproxmate age at-which a pullet be 
gins to Jay varies from five to seven months, 
depending mostiy«on breed and strain. If 
pullets are noticed coming on rather rapidly 
they should be kept on a low diet and stimu- 
lating foods avoided, If allowed to commence 
before maturing poperly, they lay small eggs 
and suffer-eventuafty from loss of stamina and 
vigour. | 
Renewal of Steck. 

The. profitable age of a laying fowl ends at 
two and a half yeags,.or after the second lay- 
ing season. A pullet, as a rule, lays more 


eggs than a second-year hen, the latter la) 
more than a third-year bird. 

The stock should be renewed every yeai 
with at least one-tiiird early hatched puliets. 
a sufficient number of which should be raised 
to allow for rejecting those that do not come 
up to the required standard. 


The month of August is about the best time | 


to dispose of the old stock or before moulting 
takes place. They are in better condition 
when the laying season is just over, and are 
likely to command a better price for table mse. 
The pullets should be in thew winter quarters: 
about the middle of September or a fortnight 
before they “are éxpetied to ‘lay. Rings or 
Leg bands, should be used for identification 
purposes, a different colour being selected for 
each year. These rings ean be purchased “fo 
fourpence per-dozen, and -ean'be ‘obtanred from 
any poultry appliance agent. ee te ts

A SOCIOLOGICAL STUDY. 


VERYONE nowadays is familiar with 
the American term “hick,” which is 
used to designate the almost illiterate 
massés of the people composing 
crowded towns of the Middle West of the 
United States. Everyone, too, is affected 
by the “hick,” as it is for him that the 
films of Hollywood are made; for him the 
flaring newspapers and the trashy 
magazines, and for him is the jaz 
business, “The Singin Fool.” , 

This Middle West “ bick’’ is something 
of a menace to the world, and it is, there- 
fore, well that the menaced world should 
have an opportunity of discovering just 
what kind of a creature hé ly is. 
To study him in his native haunts would 
be impossible for the majority of those 
who are mefa and interested, but in 
an excellent boék just published by 
Messrs. Conátáble he is ex and 
analysed by Robert 8. Lynd and Helen 
Merrell Lynd. The title of the book is 
“ Middletown: A Study in Contemporary 
American Culture,” and it is very appro- 
priately introduced by an official of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
Mr. Clark Wissler. 

* * oa * +. 

The book is an objective study of an 
imaginary community, representative of 
some hundred or more growing industrial 
and commercial towns in the Middle West 
of the United States. It is a city of 
“the 25,000-50,000 group, as nearly self- 
contained as is possible in this era of 
rapid and persuasive inter-communication, 
with a smal] negro and foreign-born 
population the study thus 
becoming one of the inter-play of a rela- 
tively constant native American stock and 
its changing environment. Two main con- 
siderations guided the selection of a loca- 
tion for the study: (1) that the city be as 
representative as possible of contemporary 
American life, and (2) that it be at the 
same time compact and homiogentous 
enough to be manageable in such a total- 
situation study.” lé love which Ameri- 
cans have for hyphenated portmanteau 
words is bédutifully illustrated in the 
style of thé book; it may be perceived 
from the short quotation just given. 

The scope of the study is summarised 
under the following main headings: 
Getting a Living, Making a Home, Train- 
ing the Young; Using Leisure, Engaging 
in Religious Ptactices, Engagmg in Com- 
munity “Activities. Im these half-a-dozen 
sections the redder is présérited with a 
most thorough investigation of the 
present-day “ hick’’ at work, at play, at 
home; bis methdéds, his thoughts. his 
recreations and his SS Never 
before. perhaps, has such a comprehensive 
lavesthastion been packed within the covers 
of a single volume, which presents the 
patience of a Booth with something of the 
selectivé quality of a Sidney Webb. Facts 
are presented itt such profusion that ho 
attempt can be made 
review to select or criticrse them; in any 
event it would be sheer impertitience for 
an otttsider to pretend that he is as 
familiar with the American Middle West 
as the authors of the book.

MEMOIRS OF A PRUSSIAN 
PRINCESS. 


RINCESS VICTORIA OF PRUSSIA, 
in her meftioirs, has succeeded in 
showing us the human side of some of 
those figures who, durifig the last genera- 
tion, béstrode the field of European 
politics. Her brother, the ex-Kaiser, 
appédts as a very ordinary fellow after 
all, and we are inclined to sympathise 
with thé Princess when she writes: “ It 
is well-nigh unbearable to see the whole 
weight of the world’s greatest misfortune 
put upon him and to hear people trying 
to make him out a sort of bloodthirsty 
tyrant which he is far from being.” 

The picture she draws of her father, the 
Emperor Frederick, is delightful. The 
book makes no pretence of being profound, 
but it is told with a great naivété—one 
might alfmost say an artlessness—which 
renders it cOnvineing at least in so far as 
the Princéss’s own feelings are concerned.

Popish plot, 
he subsequently veeréd round to the party 
of the Duke of York and his powerful and 
ruthless pursuit im the trials of Dissenters 
soon marked him out for the judicial 
favours of James 1]. Monmouth was the 
child of his age and of his besmirched 
parentage—a prince who faseinated the 
populace, a sportsman, but withal vain, 
careless in his Spefiding of himself, a 
failure itt the day of adversity. 

A considerable portion of the book is 
occupied with the aceotnts, and Judge 
Parry’s keen analysis, of the most famous 
trials in’ which Oates atid Jeffreys were 
coricerned. There was that of Colémans, 
the Secretary of the Duke of York, whom

In all these scenes the author adds

The extraordinary thoroughness of the 
work is tiowheré tioré évidént than in the 
chapters on the Battle of Sedgemoor, from 
which it is obvious that the author has 


studied the countryside at first-hand and 
has checked ftom his own observation the

PHILOSOPHY AND 
PSYCHOLOGY.

HE author of this intéresting book 
has set hithsélf the task of finding 

out what peculiarities of mental structure 
distinguish a philosopher from other men, 
and he sets about his problem in a véry 
sensible mafiner. Instead of theorising 
about it, he takes thirty representative 
philesophers from Socrates to Nietzsche, 
analyses their lives, atid picks out their 
common characteristics. A hypothésis 
formed on the basis of this “vn á is tested 
fully on thé material provi by these 
lives, and is found to answer satisfac- 
torily, and to provide additional matter 
for testing and confirmation. . 
Dr. Herzberg’s thesis is that a 
philosopher is a mah with powerful im- 
silses, coupled with unusually strong in- 
bibitions which prevent these impulses 
from following their normal otitlet. This 
explains why the majority of phil ers 
are unstitable for practical life, as shown 
by their reluctance to take part in it, and 
their failure in it when driven to it. 
Thus, the unfitness of philosophers for 
ordinary life becomes an effect, instead of 
a ¢dause. The pent-np inhibited impulses, 
deprived 6f outlet through the normal 
chanfiels, may be etiblimated into activities 
of high social value—e.g., philosophy, 
poetry, religion, or they may give rise to 
psycho-pathological conditions producing 
ne troses. é examination of the lives 
of the philosophers shows that many of 
them did make attempts at writing 
poetry, and all wrote ón religious ques- 
tiohs : nearly all were subject to nétiroses, 
some slightly, others ‘to a large extent.

The new records justify expectations; one 
cannot imagine a more eonmpetent per- 
formatice. Stokowski does fot slacken his 
grip for a moment, and the military kind 
of efficiency of his orchestra~which cafi 
he almost irritating in music of another 
type—is just what is wanted here. The 
lower strings, which always come » out 
impressively in the Philadelphia records, 
have a fine chance in the second movement. 


| THE HALLE ORCHESTRA. 


These records represent the Philadelphia 
Orchestra better, I think, than the records 
of the César Franck Symphony did. I 
am hoping, indeed, as regards Franck’s 
Symphony, that the Colambia Company 
some time will record Sir Hamilton Harty’s 
moving interpretation of it, with the Hallé 
Orchestra, á the meantime, we have a 
recording of the Hallé Orchestra in Rimsky- 
Korsakeft’s ‘“‘Capriccio Espagnol.” Many 
Dublin thusiciaris remember the Orcheéstra’s 
brilliant playing of this work at Ballsbridge 
last year. Ineidentally, these records are 
good value at nine shillimgs for the two 
dises. 

Recently I recomménded the record of the 
Berlin Staatskapelle Orchestra in a Strauss 
waltz. This has been followed ap with a 
record of the same composer's overture to 
“Fledermaus’’ (The Bat), with Bruno 
Walter again conducting the orchestra witli 
an effect of charming finesse. Saint-Saéte’ 
pleasant work, ' Le Rouet d’Omphale,”’ is 
well played by the Orchestre Sy mique 
de Paris. These are Columbia records. 

A little treasure is the ten-inch Columbia 
disc recording the Prelade to the third act of 
“ La Tosca,” played by the Milan Symphorty 
Orchestra. It is probable that only Milan 
could provide stich a performance; ‘its set of 
bells, in particular, is mest satisiactory, Oné 
mtist remember the setting for this piece of 
music. It is one of tragedy. The second aet 
of the opera has given us the desperate events 
of the night. We now approach the dawn 
that is to witness the execution of the artist 
Cavaradossi, La Tosca’s lover. The imtro- 
ductory bars of music, therefore, have a 
plaintive strain. Almost at once the curtain 
risés; the scene, still dark, is the yard of the 
fortress wheré Cavaradossi awaits his death. 
As dawn breaks slowly, it is greeted with a 
song, sung below the battlements by an early 
rising maid. The bells of a dozen city 
churches fing out the Angelus. Then the 
orchestra plays the passionate melody of the 
song in which Cavaradossi tells the story of 
his love for La Tosca. With its song; its 
bells, and its sensitive orchestral strains, this 
piece of music is a most effective excerpt. 


VOCAL MUSIC. 


A more cheerful sample of Paccifi music 
is the “ Ping Potig Pang’’ trio from ‘‘ Turan- 
dot,” sung by Ness, Baracehi and Venturini, 
a brilliant three. (Col. is 

A voesl record oí special interest is 
“H.M.Y.' D.1664, giving Rosette Anday, a 
contralto with splendid range and rich voice

Lord, on me,” from Bach’s ‘‘St. Matthew ” 
Passion. The value of the perforriiance con- 
sists largely in the excellent playing by the 
Vienna State Orchestra. The dbbligato in 
the Bach aria—no less important than the 
— part—is exquisitely played as a violin 
solo. 

Two different types of choral performance 
are those of the Sheffield Choir m choruses 
from *‘ Judas Maccabéus” (Columbia), and 
the Westminster Abbey Special Choir im 
Byrd’s ‘‘FExsurge Dominé” and Child’s “0 
bone Jesu” (*H.M.V.’’). 

Good music is winning all round. Recentby 
I chanced on records of Grieg’s Pianoforte 
Concerto, with a reputable soloist and a com- 
petent orchestra, in thé ‘‘ Broadcast’’ series. 
By the way, in my last reference to “ Broad- 
cast” issues, I named them wrongly. The 
‘* Broadeast Twelve” is a ten-inch record, the 
“ Broadcast” an eight-inch, and the “ Broad- 
cast Junior” a six-inch. My only diffeulty 
about using ‘‘ Broadcast”’ records is that my 
gramaphone does not give good results when 
the grooves run close to the eentre of the 
disc. Where this disadvahtage does not arise, 
there are quite good results from these cheap 
records. 

The new “ Shamrock”’ records, produced in 
Dablin, are well made, and yield excellent 
reproduction. The list of “‘titles’’ does not

Publication of the Dublin City Engineer' s 
statement as to the prospect of a water 
shortage has had an immediate effect. 
‘* Shoals of letters have reached this office 
already,’’ Mr. Moyniban stated to an Irish 
Times representative yesterday, ‘‘ notifying 
us of serious wastage in different districts. 
We have also received a large number of tele- 
phone messages to the same effect. The 
results of this publicity have been very helpful 


to us. 

Mr. Moynihan stated that it would take 
an entire month of heavy rain to replenish 
the reservoirs at Round wood- sufficiently to 
eliminate all fear of a dangerous shortage; 
but even half a day's rain would be of con- 
siderabje assistance in saving a large quantity 
of water now being daily used on tennis 
lawns and flower-beds. The swimming baths 
will not be closed, 

At the Tara Street Swimming Baths our 
representative was informed that 5,326 people 
had attended the Baths last week. On last 
Saturday alone 1,235 bathers were dealt with. 
“There was not room for the blade of a 
knife between them,” sdid the Siperinten-. 
dent. Last Tuesday the attendance was 7665, 
and on Wednesday it was 841. Swimming 
baths have -apparentiv little attraction for 
women, only 63 appearing on Saturday and 
75 and 23 on Tuesday and Wednesday respec- 
tively. The cooler weather obtaining yester- 
day. had its effect on the attendance, which 
barely reached 300. .

MODERN FOLKLORE 
RESEARCH. 
—— 
VOICE-RECORDING IN THE 
GAELTACHT. 

Mr. L. S. Gogan, Hon. Secretary, Folklore 
of Ireland Society, states that at a recent 
meeting of the Committee of the Society it 
was decided to introduce the latest methods 
of voice-recording in order to secure the most 
accurate and the largest collections of folk- 
matter in the minimum of time. Before the 
policy can be fully developed a period of ex- 
perimentation will have to intervene. 

Arrangements have been made to take a 
larze number of records during the summer 
recess in Kilkenny (dialectical English), Clare, 
the BallinasKelligs, and other Kerry districts. 
These will be in the light of experiments. 
The first main  voice-recording survey will, 
however, be undertaken in Co. Waterford, 
which has largely been neglected, although it 
is known ‘that the folklore of the region is 
particularly rich in elements not found else- 
where in Ireland. Later, provision will be 
made for a similar survey of the Connacht 
and Ulster Gaeltachts. 

At the same meeting a vote of thanks was 
passed to the Rev. Luke Donnellan for the 
loan of a large number of actual voice records 
of Irish and Scotch folk-songs and apparatus. 
As these were made some twenty years ago, 
Father: Donnellan may claim to be a pioneer 
in this mode of research.

“More time should be given to repetition, 
especiúlly in the case of honours studénts.

It cannot be too strongly impréssed on the 
schools that it is useless to encoufage pupils 
to take op free composition till t Fa 
read aml digested a wide course of Latin and 
Greek, have acquired an intensive vocabulary, 
and have mastered the fundamentals of 
grammar, construction and idiom. It should 
be remembered that the merit of a composi- 
tion d s, not on quantity, but on quality. 
A very large number of candidates did not 
seem to be aware of this, as they. wrote 
several pages in which two or three blunders 
disfigured ‘every line. 


ENGLISH. 

The teaching of English in most of the 
intermediate schools was found to be sound. 
In many» schools grammar is now satisfac- 
torily taught, byt “‘ many students are still 
laméntably weak in parsing and analysis, and 
are unable to distinguish the various parts 
of speech.” While formal composition is 
generaliv well taught, there is often a want 
of variety and a strong tendency to confine 
the composition to hacknéyéd theres and to 
select subjects which make no appeal to the 
students. ‘As lack of reading is one of the 
chief causes of failure in essay writing m 
the examinations, each schoo] should 
a good library provided with different classes 
of books suitable for pupils at various stages 
of their school life, and students should be 
encouraged to read, 

‘ Unfortunately there are many schools 
which either have no library or have one 
which is not sufficiently well stocked with 
works of literary merit. Students are some 
times asked to write on matters of which 
they have no .knowledge and about which 
they can acguire no knowledge owing to a 
lack of books.which they could consult, and 
in which they could ascertein essential facts.

GETTING READY FOR 
GREATER DUBLIN. 


IMPROVED SANITATION IN 
| CRUMLIN AREA. 


The application made by the South Dublin 
Rural District Council for sanction oí a loan 
of £11,000 for the purpose of a sewage system 
at Crumlin was inquired into yesterday by 
Mr. Nicholas Dwyer, B.E., Engineering 
Inspector of the Loeal Government Board. 
The scheme suggested was not opposed, and 
was strongly supported hy the residents. 

Mr. P. Caffery, Chdirman of the Council, 
pointing ont the necessity for the proposed 
sewer, said that Dublin City had grown so 
much that the South Dublin rural area weuld 
form a substantial part of Greater Dublin. 
In the area over which the Council had con- 
tro], Terenure and Crumlin, the services were 
prunitive. The lighting system was back- 
ward, defective and antiquated; scavengirig 
was primitive, and public libraries left a good 
deal yet to be done. They had no fire brigade 
or ambulance. 

Mr. T. B. Byrne, engineer, giving details 
of the scheme. said that it would serve an 
area of £00 acres. 

Mr. George Gallagher, Clerk to the Counvil, 
said that the ratepayers of the district peti- 
tioned for the scheme, which would entail a 
rate of 24d. in the £. 

Evidence was given by Dr. A. P. McMahon. 
Crumlin, to the effect that a sewer was an 
absolute necessity. ‘Replying fo the Inspector, 
the witness said that they had had cases of 
diphtheria in the district, which he attributed 
to the absence of pruper sanitation. 

The Rev. Father O'Keeffe, C.C., in his 
evidence, said that the schools were ever- 
crowded, and the sanitary arrangements were 
altogether unsatisfactory. They had reason 
to close the schools owing to sickness, which 
was due to bad = sanitary arrangements. 
Drainage for. the houses being built was very 
badly needed. ‘ 

The Inspector, in concluding the frquiry, 
said that it was apparent that the :esidents 
were entirely in favour of the scheme.

TOLD BY ANEYE-WITNESS,

[Major Todd-Thornton, ‘of Glendalough, 
Co. Wicklow, sends us the following account, 
by an eye-witness, of the foundering of the 
Birkenhead, off Simon's Bay, South Africa, 
in February, 1852. He has supplied a few 
words (some twelve in all) in places where 
the manuscript was injured by fire. |} 


“The Birkenhead was built at the port 
of that name, entirely of iron, and, being 
destined for a Ship of War. her frame- 
work and plating were of the strongest 
construction. She was divided into 3 
water-tight compartments by iron bulk- 
heads and was fitted with engines of 550 
horse-power. Not proving efficient as a 
war frigate, her guns were taken out and 
she was converted into a troop ship. 

‘She sailed (for the Cape) from Queens- 
town on the 7th Jany., 1852 and arrived 
at Simon’s Bay, Feby. 23rd. Here she 
took in some horses & landed a number of 
women é children & invalids. - Owing to 
the loss of the muster rolls, the precise 
number of persons on board cannot be 
ascertained. The troops are supposed ‘o 
have been as follows:—12th Lancers, 
Cornets Bond & Rolt & six men; 2nd 
((Jueen’s Royal) Regiment, Ensign Boylan, 
one sergeant and 50 men; 6th Regt., 
Ensign Metford, one sergeant & 60 men; 
12th Regt., Capt. Blake, one sergeant & 
14 men; 43rd Regt., Lieut. Girardol, one 
sergeant X 40 men; 45th Regt... 1 officer, 
1 sergeant & 70 men; 60th Rifles, 1 ser- 
geant & 40 men; 73rd Regt. Lieuts. 
Robinson & Booth, Ensign Lucas, 1 ser- 
geant & 70 men; 74th 'Reet., 'Lt.-Col. 
Seton Ensign Rupell, 1 officer & 60 men; 
9ist Regt., Capt. Wright, 1 sergeant & 60 
men; making a total of 13 Officers, 9 ser- 
geants & 466 men. Besides these there 
were on beard 20 women .& children & 
some medical officers. The crew consisted, 
officers & seamen, of about 130, making 
630 persons altogether. 


- * * * “- 


“The Birkenhead sailed on 25th. about 
6 a.m., for Algoa Bay. At 8 p.m. the 
Ship's course was duly pricked off on the 
chart, within False Bay: & the mah ‘at 
the helm received. directions how to steer. 
A leadsman was on the paddlebox, & look- 
out men were placed. The night was fine, 
star light & calm. but a long swell setting 
in on shore; the land was distinctly 
visible on the port bow. About 10 
minutes before 2 a.m. the leadsman got 
soundings in 12 or 14 fathoms, the ship 
then going about 8 knots. Before he 
could get another cast of the lead, the ship 
struck on a precipitous rock, with 2 
fathoms water under her bows, & 11 by 
the stern. 

“The Master, Commander Mr. Sal- 
mond, rushed on deck, ordered the small 
bower anchor to be let go, the quarter 
boats to be lowered, & to lie off along- 
side the ship, the paddlebox boat to be 
got out & a turn astern given the 
engines. This last seems to have been a 
fatal measure; for, as the ship backed 
from the rock, the water rushed into the 
large orifice made by the concussion; &, 
the ship striking again, the whole of the 
plates of the foremost bilge were ‘ buckled 
up’ & the partition. bulkheads torn 
asunder. ‘The consequence was that in a 
very few minutes the forward compart- 
ments & the engine rooms were filled with 
water, & a great number of the un- 
fortunate soldiers were drowned in their 
berths. 

“Tn the meantime, Mr. Salmond & his 


were doing their duty on deck with 
heroic composure; the survivors of the 
soldiers had mustered & awaited the 
orders of their officers with firm 
Mr. Salmond gave orders to 
Col. Seton to send troops to the chain 
pumps; the order was implicitly obeyed 
& periect discipline maintained. The 
women & children were calmly placed in

The stern part, now crowded with men, 
floated a few minutes longer and then 
sunk, leaving the main topmast & top 
sailyard only visible above water. 

“At this awful moment. the resolution 
& coolness of all hands was remarkable, 
‘far exceeding,’ says Capt. Wright, ‘ any- 
thing that I thought could be effected by 
the best discipline; everyone did as he 
was directed & there was not a murmur 
or a cry among them until the vessel made 
her final plunge. All the officers received 
their orders & had them carried out, as 
if the men were embarking instead of 
going to the bottom. There was only this 
difference that I never saw any embarka- 
tion conducted with so little trouble & 
confusion. ‘When the vessel was just 
about to sink the Commander called out, 
“Al those who can swim, jump over- 
board & make for the boats.” We begged 
the men not to do as the commander said, 
as the boat with the women must he 
swamped. Not moreithan three made the 
uttempt.’ 

“Under this heroic obedience to dis- 
cipline the whole mass were engulphed in 
the waves by the sinking of the ship. 
Such as were not sucked into the abyss 
clung to the masts & yards; some, mostly 
those of the officers who had life belts, 
struck out for the shore; others grasped 
floating spars & pieces of driftwood. The 
sea at this part ‘abounds with numerous 
sharks; the coast is ‘Imaccéssible for 
miles owing to the heavy breakers. Nearly 
200 persons were floating on the driftwood. 
Mr. Salmond was seen swimming strongly, 
but he was struck: on the head by a piece 
of floating wood & sunk. Col. Seton went 
down with his men. Somme; perhaps 350 or 
40, were. fortunate enough to find a 
passage through the masses of tangled sea 
weed, & weathed the shore exhausted & 
naked.

“The country was alarmed, & all 
hastened to the coast; boats were obtained 
& the sea weetl diligently searched, but 
only -four, persons were Íound alive. It 
seems probable that had the boats kept 
near the scene of the wreck, & assisted 
the swimmers to the beach, a large pro- 
portion wowld have been saved. Five 
horses swam to shore. 

‘‘In the meanwhile the three boats had 
pulled along the shore to find a landing 
without success... They then descried-a 
sail at sea & pulled after her. She was 
too far away to perceive them, & sailed 
away. The three boats returned to the 
coast & pulled on, ever getting further 
from their perishing comrades. The gig 
succeeded in finding a small cove, in which 
her crew (9 persons) landed, & sent a 
messenger to Simon’s Bay with the intelli- 
gence. Capt. Wyvill, the Commander on 
the Matin, instantly sent: the Rhada- 
manthus to pick up the other ‘two boats. 

‘The Rhadamanthus was too late to be 
of any service ; for she shortly fell in with 
the Lioness, the schooner the boats had 
chased, having a large number of the ship- 
wrecked on board. After the boats had 
lost sight of her, she changed her course 
& sighted them, immediately bore down & 
took their crews on board, amongst whom 
were the women & children, & then ran 
down to the scene of the disaster in time 
to take off about 40 persons, who were 
clinging to the maintopsail yard. 

“With these, in all, 116 persons, she 
made sail for Simon's Bay. The Rhada- 
manthus then searched in vain for more 
survivors, &, having taken on board those 
who had landed on the coast, returned to 
port. Of the 630 persons on board, 194 
were saved, viz.—7 officers, 55 seamen, 
boys & marines of the ship's company ; 
of the military passengers, seven women, 
13 children, 5 officers & 126 soldiers. The 
officers saved were Capt. Wright, Lieuts. 
Girardol & Lucas, Cornet Brown & Staff-

SALE OF PANTER 
COLLECTION, 

SUPERB IRISH SILVER. 

SOME RARE PIECES.

The Panter collection of silver caused quite 
a stir among collectors at Sotheby's, London, 
yesterday. The business acumen of the late 
Mr. G. W. Panter, of The Bawn, Foxrock, 
County Dublin, was appreciated when a mag- 
nificent William III. loving cup and .cover, 
made by ‘Thomas Bolton, Dublin, 1694, 
brought 550 shillings an ounce, a total of 
£2,571. One of the finest known examples of 
Irish. plate, it was for many years in the 
collection of Mary Lady Carbery, Castie 
Freke. Cork, and a few years ago it was 
modestly appraised at 800. 

In 1861 the Kinsale Corporation sold their 
collection of silver. The mace brought 
5s. ld. an ounce; the bowl, now in the 
National Museum, Dublin, weighing .36 
ounces, was valued at 6s. 3d. an ounce. The 
ladle (in the Panter collection) sold in 1861 at 
6s. 8d. per ounce. The ten ounces of metal 
yesterday brought £310. 

Then there was a remarkable Queen Anne 
chocolate pot, with lamp stand, by Thomas 
Bolton, Dublin, 1708. 

By leaps and bounds the value of Irish 
silver has gone up in recent, years, said Mr. 
Ernest Permain to our representetve when 
the hammer fell to him, and he had paid 
£20 an ounce for the vessel, representing an 
aggregate df £1,280. Mr. Permain had taken 
the Kinsale ladle, and out of his expenditure 
of several thousands of pounds yesterday 
there had to be allocated the amount for the 
Londonderry tankard, which he secured at 
245 shillings an ounce. This Queen Anne 
tankard was made by Thomas Bolton in 
Dublin in 1709, and was engraved with the 
arms of the City of Londonderry, and pre- 


sumably at one time was part of the city 
plate. 

Mr. Permain was carrying all before him 
yesterday, but he had to yield to the Gold- 
smiths’ and Silversmiths’ Company the pos- 
session of the William III. loving cup and 
cover. 

BEAUTIFUL CASTORS. 

A set of three Queen Anne castors by 
Joseph Walker,’ Dublin, 1709, went to Mr. 
Permain for 330 shillings an ounce. Castors 
of this period are very rare in Irish silver. 
A similar castor of 1717 is illustrated in 
Jackson’s “ English Goldsmiths and their 
Marks.’’ The Panter thirty ounces of silver 
yesterday will provide a fine illustration in 
the future edition. 

There was a strong line of dish rings. One 
made in Dublin in 1750, weighing. thirteen 
ounces, was a prize for the Marquis of Sligo, 
who was called upon to pay 420 shillings an 
ounce. A ring of Nixon’s. workmanship, 
made in Dublin in 1772, was appraised at 
230 shillings an ounce. | 

A PRIZE PIECE. 

An all-round price of Irish silver, yesterday 
was abont’ £20sen,oz., and it is not surprising 
that a circular cake: basket, with the arms of 
Bradstreet, County Kildare, weighing 41 ozs., 
Dublin, 1752, went to Mr. Permain’ for 305s 
an os, It was a father’s reward to a son, fur 
the dish is inscribed, *‘ Councillor Bradstreet, 
to his son, Samvel. Be this added to the 
prizes earned at school in 1750, 1751, 1752." 

Simon Bradstreet was created a Baronet of 
Ireland in 1759, and Samuel, the scholar, the 
pride of his father, was Recorder, and mem- 
ber of Parliament for Dublin. 

There were specimens of silver from various 
parts of. Ireland. Limerick yielded as much 
as 110s. an os. An eight oz. chalice, by 
Richard Joyes, Galway, 1717, given to the 
parishes of Kilcooly and Kilrikel, by tho 
Hon. Thomas Burke, was valaed at £49.

The trowel used for the Royal Hibernian 
Academy, over a century ago, was valued 
yesterday at £36—just over £1 an oz.

Suddenly they 
began to perform rhythmic movements in 
the best beauty chorus style, swaying up 
to a sitting position and down again, then 
grasping each other’s shoulders and rock- 
ing from side to side in time to a popular 
song! Meanwhile, a number of small 
boys were executing reels and folk dances 
with quite creditable skill. 


An Unsuspected Danger. 


When I was out at Dollymount recently 
my attention was drawn to the fact that 
part of the structure known as the Bull 
Wall road is undermined for a distance 
of some twenty yards: along the edge, 
at the men’s bathing place. The 
empty space seems ‘to have been 
formerly filled in with large stones, 
which have been displaced by the 
action of the water. As a result, a shelf 
cf concrete and rubble, about a yard wide, 
overhangs the backs, and. sometimes the 
heads, of the bathers as they sit on the 
boulders which form the .breakwater on 
the west side of the Wall road. One 
would never suspect the hollowness of the 
ground from tle top, and many, unaware 
of the danger, stand here to watch the 
bathers. The traffic at the spot has been 
heavier than usual during the present 
warm spell. The concrete at the extreme 
edge of the shelf is quite thin and liable 
to collapse under pressure, with very un- 

leasant consequences for bathers and on- 
vere Should this paragraph reach the 
notice of the Port and Docks Board, an 
ugly accident may, perhaps, be averted. 


Elusive Witnesses. 


It is a curious but very common trait in 
human nature, writes a correspondent, 
that people should try to avoid the exer- 
cise of a civic duty. A few weeks ago in 
the neighbourhood of Merrion square there 
was a collision between a large 'bus and 
a motor lorry. Both vehicles had their 
radiatars damaged, but mobody was in- 
jured The proprietors of the motor lorry, 
in investigating the accident, asked the 
driver for the names of some independent 
witnesses, but he replied that he was 
unable to {nd any.

The 'Búses of Yesterday. 


Our neighbours’ celebration of the 
omnibus centenary has sent my mind 
wandering backwards. I remember with 
ease the old knife board period which had 
some affinity with our own side-car 
arrangement, and those garden seats upon 
which you sat as upon the edges of plough- 
shares, enduring torture with every lurch 
of the vehicle. How I admired the con- 
ductor’s skill as he protected the trailing 
skirts of the women as they boarded his 
conveyance, climbing sometimes, bold 
creatures, with a shy temerity to the top. 
But yesterday, it seems, in the wet 
weather my polished shoes lost gloss, and 
my feet their warmth under the dubious 
protection of dirty straw. We fight for 
"buses on the quays at the busy hours or 
when time runs late at the termini whence 
city-bound conveyances set out. In the 
old days in London conductors fought for 
and over fares, and not a few elderly and 
dishevelled gentlemen and ladies found 
themselves seated, the prize of victory, in 
an omnibus that went nowhere near their 
destination. As to destinations, indeed, 
drivers were quick-change artists; they 
began with the good intention of going to 
Euston ; a batch of passengers looking for 
Bayswater and your route was changed, 
and expostulation merely served to fire the 
conductor’s Cockney wit at your expense. 


The Too-frent Seat. 


When I was a boy I had two great 
ambitions—to be an engine-driver or-a 
‘bus-driver. The engine-driver, that 
mighty mahout of an elephant in steel 
who threaded the eye of night with sparks 
of fire, the man who made the geography 
book come true, with him were the “ long, 
long thoughts of youth” But the 
omnibus-driver appealed to the realist of 
boyhood: what curious people he must 
meet perched up there on his box! How 
firm he was with policemen! He did not 
care for top hats or lorgnettes, he was the 
master of his fate, the captain of his "bus. 
I remember those anxious scrambles to sit 
in one of the top front seats beside him, 
to listen to his wisdom. with all my ears, 
and watch hi: skill with all my eyes. 
There was one wild day of delight when 
the horses ran away and the pole broke a 
plate-glass window just as a tremendous 
policeman with a beard caught them by 
the head—I wanted to be a policeman 
after that—and another day when a horse 
fell down I wanted to go and sit on his 
head and was most upset when that police- 
man quite rudely would not let me, and 
after that I would not be a policeman for 
the world. Yes! speed is. well. enough. 
But a price must be paid, and our price 
is the romance of the ribbons of yester- 
year. Do the children of to-day long for 
the grand times when they will be driving 
an 1.G.0. to Cork? I doubt it. Drivers 
are many, and motors are useful common- 
places. I look at the motor ’bus driver in 
his apartness and silence, and I sigh for 
the man with the whip, his red face and 
watery eyes, his cunning gnarled hands 
and his weather-greened coat. Over the 
years comes the echo of his yarns faintly, 
and faintly the quaint strong words he 
knew. 


“ Gents’ Boaters.” 


While some people in England are be- 
moaning the decline in popularity of that 
once-popular straw hat, the ‘‘ gents’ 
boater,’’ Signor Mussolini has done some- 
thing to make it popular once more in 
Italy. An order has just been made by 
the secretary of the Fascist Party, who is 
the head of the Fascist university groups, 
decreeing that all students in Italy must 
wear straw hats this year. The hats are 
to be adorned with wide ribbons, coloured 
to denote the faculty with which the 
wearer is connected, and on the wide 
ribbon will be a narrow band with the 
colours of the student’s particular uni- 
versity. 

While the primary reason for the 
decree is the desire to stimulate the 
Italian straw hat industry—declining 
because stude-ts preferred to go bare- 
headed—a secondary reason would seem 
to be that of keeping a watchful eye on 
the students. When they wear their straw 
hats with the colours of their university 
and faculty proclaimed on the ribbons, 
identification will be easy in the greatest, 
of crowds. It only needs the name of the 
student to make these hats a complete 
identification certificate. 

Luton would probably welcome such a 


decree in England, as there many of the 
inhabitants are unemployed because of the 


““boater's ”” unpopularity to-day. Ameri- 
cans still cling to that comfortable hat; 
they wear it everywhere, and it will be

Ice for Heat. 


July heat must have been less enjoyable 
a hundred years ago; for, prior to the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, no 
one seems to have thought of importing 
ice to temper its rigours. A ton 
merchant named Tudor is credited with 
having inaugurated the ice trade when, 
in the summer of 1805, he began to ship 
ice from Labrador to Martinique. Not 
until 1833 did American enterprise carry 
supplies of ice to India, gaining a 
monopoly which was maintained until the 
invention of refrigerating machinery. The 
first cargo of ice brought to the British 
Isles arrived in the Thames from Norway 
in 1822, but it was allowed to melt while 
Customs officers debated the question of 
duty, and the experiment does not seem to 
have been repeated until some decades 
later. 


Che Original Boy Scouts. 


With the big “‘ Jamboree’’ of all Scout- 
dom in the offing, and the close associa- 
tion with it of the founder of Boy Scouts, 
General Sir Robert Baden-Fowell, it 
comes as somewhat of a challenge from 
France to.learn of an earlier band of 
“1 Boy Scouts’’ that were bound by a 
similar code. These were founded before 
1800 by one Béranger, whose idea of 
schooling was essentially the formation 
of men rather than scholars. Hence the 
control of each was left to the public 
opinion and disciplinary action of all. 
They marched about the country playing 
at soldiers. They had their choruses and 
their war-whoops. But tlhe movement was 
unbalanced, and in that respect differed 
from the contagiously successful move- 
ment of to-day. The “ Boy Scouts’’ got 
out of hand, neglected their lessons, and 
by their militaristic outlook, that 
perhaps, those revolutionary years 
aecentuated—if they did not actually 
engender—yradually sank in popularity 
where they were not actually suppressed. 


Paris Police. 


Within the last few years the organisa 
tion of trafic in Paris has made 
tremendous strides, Cars still goata great 
pace, but one no longer risks one’s life in 
crossing the street to the same extent as 
five years ago.. The policeman’s baton 
used to be a decoration; now it means 
something. He holds it up and the 
streain of cars stop as they do in London. 
At certain very crowded parts passages 
are marked off for pedestrians with what 
look like immense nail-heads. Here, too, 
they cross in batches from the islands to 
the main part of the street. I was 
interested to see a man who wished to air 
a grievance because his car had been 
touched by a van, although not injured. 
It was in a side street in the Opera 
quarter, and crowded. He seemed to be 
getting the better of everybody, when a 
well-dressed gentleman strode up to him, 
snapped his gloves in a menacing way, 
and said: “ You'll put our car there at 
the side—out of the way— or I'll call a 
policeman.”’ 

The vanman’s mocking laugh gently 
resounded from the height on which he 
sat, and almost as soon as the erring 
driver had settled himself at the side a 
policeman seemed to rise from the ground. 
although the gentleman of the gloves had 
gone off in another direction. 


Ghe Fear of the Law. 


It would seem that the ordinary man, 
at least in Dublin, does not like to go to a 
court to give evidence, to be examined and 
cross-examined, or, perhaps, to be reported 
in the papers as the subject of some legal 
witticism. At one time there used to be 
some grounds for this aversion. I re- 
member about twenty-five years ago a man 
who happened to bear the name of Wolfe, 
being summoned as a police-court witness. 
The cross-examining counsel, whose two 
great assets were his brogue, which was 
natural, and his ferocity, which was 
assumed, tackled him thus: ‘‘ What did 
ye say yer name was?” “ Wolfe,” said 
the witness. ‘‘Spake up, will ye?’’ 
“ Wolfe,” repeated the witness, in a 
louder .tone. “Wolfe! Wolfe! Wolfe! 
ejaculated the counsel, ‘‘Luk at the 
innocent Wolfe, yer worship!’ I do not 
think so much latitude would be allowed 
to. counsel in these days, but it is experi- 
ences of this kind that make many people 
dread going into a court of justice.

Lost: Wealth in Wood, 


Th® loss to Ireland's beauty that 
attends the recent hewing down of woods 
is manifest to every traveller, whether he 
walks for an hour into the hilly country 
south of Dublin or drives through the 
favourite holiday regions oí the country 
west of the Shannon. Everywhere 
despoiled hillsides offend the eye, and the 
bare stumps along the highways recall 
leafy colonnades that once made - those 
highways fair. The economic loss 
attendant. on the country’s loss of tiniber 
It cannot be estimated 
with accuracy. It is impossible to gauge 
the injury to the fruitfulness of land that 
has been wrought by the destruction of 
shelter belts. ‘A trip to Belgium’ would 
provide a powerful object-lesson to those 
Irish farmers who defend their destruc- 
tion of trees by the argument that trees 
diminish seriously the area oí soil 
amenable to cultivation. The Belgian

sheltering lines of trees as the Irish 
countryside is with stone fences, and the 
exiguous Belgian holdings are more 
productive in consequence than Irish 
farms. Many other aspects of Ireland's 
losses: in timber are suggested by the 
report of the British Forest. Products 
Research Board, which is; published this 
week. The Board describes its services 
to industry and to the development of. the 
timber resotirces of the Empire. During 
the Great War the Empire's timber 
suffered.an.unparallejed felling. Through- 
out the world timber supplies were reduced. 
A virtual famine oí the soft woods 
required for building purpeses arose. . It 
was realised that the Empire's needs 
could be served only if stocks of grow- 
ing timber- were conseryed, cultivation 
stimulated, and wastage -reduced. The 
Board was established to cope with this 
problem, and it immediately encountéred 
a remarkable series of requests ' for 
advice and offers of co-operation, Thus, 
the Federated .Home-Grown Timber 
Merchants’ Association inquired on behalf 
of a large manufacturing firm whether the 
waste of planing mills could be turned 
to profitable use. The Board set afoot 
experiments, and it is hoped that the 
shavings, after grinding, will provide raw 
material for manufacturers of linoleum. 
A Scottish firm, hithefto aécustomed to 
import chestnut. fence palings from 
Trance, was put in touch with a source of 
supply in ‘Gloucestershire. Home-grown 
beech is being introduced as a flooring 
timber, and the Board expects that it 
will be able to compete successfully 
with continental beech as a material for 
furniture.

CORK BUSINESS. MAN’S 
CRITICISM. 


At the monthly Council meeting of the } 


Cork Chamber of Commerce, Mr. M. J. 
Barrett, President, presided. In discussing 
the general standard of education of appli- 
cants for bank elerkships, he said that there 
must be something radically wrong with the 
system of edueation im this country. Well. 
mannered and well-connected boys, 
to secure posts in one or other of the banks. 
were hopelessly handicapped on. account of 
their imability to write English properly. 
Several applications which came before him 
in his capacity as bank manager’ revealed 
absolute ignorance of the elements of the 
English ‘language—of such essentials as 
orthography, grammar and syntax. ° 

Again, granted that. a percentage of the 
applicants are successful in the. examina. 
tions for clerkships, he noted that. very few 


| of them studied for special promotion or 


showed that they took any interest in the 
theory of banking, currency, or foreign ex- 
changes by entering as candidates for the 
examinations conducted by the Institute of 
Bankers. The Institute issued certificates 
and diplomas of*efficiency to successful clerks 
who, either by private study or by follow- 
ing courses of study arranged by Schools of 
gprs or “Technical: Institutes, showed, 
oY examination, that they understood the 
elements of banking, the theory of inter. 
national exchange, and problems related to 
currency ‘and the foreign exchanges. He ex- 
pressed ‘the hope that by drawing public 
attention to our failings that: both candidates 
and officials would make some effort, joint 
or’ isolated, to perfect themselves as citizens 
and as Irishmen. | 

All the ‘members present agreed ‘in the 
main with the President’s’ statement. and 
expréssed the view that as patronage and 
rivilege were now being discounted in bank- 
mg circles, promotion based on efficiency 
tests was now ceftain.

Dealing with the problem as a 
he said: —‘“ It is plain that the Govern- 
ment has been dacking in its-duty—hn: 
important’ duty—in this ‘respect, and no 
further time should be lost by it in 
instituting the necessary legislation. Not 
only, may I say, is legislation and the 
codification of the traffic laws necessary, 
but it is my considered opinion that a 
permanent Transport Board should be set 
up to deal with the whole problem as it 
changes. irom. time to time, and as néw 
aspects of the problem come up to he 
dealt with. 1 look upon transport, as a 
whole, as the nervous system of the 
country, and that nervous system beiny 
disérdered we need a specialist to diagnose 
and treat it. We have no specialist, and 
the disorder grows apace.”’ 

Continuing, Major Waller said that he 
thought that the /r7sh Tunes) attitude was 
rather alarmist. He agreed that there 
had been a series of accidents lately, and 
a rise in the figures, but he did not think 
that it could be said that matters were 
going to continue so." ‘For. instante; he 
had seven punctures on new tyres in three 
hundred miles, but that did not say,that 
he could not go three hundred miles 
without a puhéture, He understood that 
the police had ceased to prosecute motor 
cars for driving fast, but that they had 
concentrated on prosecuting "buses for 
dviving fast. . He thought that it Would 
he admitted that “buses were not driving 
ag jast now as they had been last year. 


A ‘* MISCONCEPTION.”’ 

““There is a popular misconception,” 
Major Waller went on, “ that the condi 
tions existing on the Dalkey route are 
typical of the whole country. ‘We are all 
aware of the manner in which the whole 
road - transport on that section is 
conducted, but I would like it to be 
understood that it is not by any means 
representative of the whole of the country. 
In: peint of fact, it is otherwise. It is 
probably true that one-eighth of the*tota! 
number of ‘buses in the Free State plies 
for hire on that route and the Bray 
1rdute. i 

“There is one important point that has 
been missed, and that is—that for every 
three persons killed by mechanically- 
propelled vehicles one person is killed by 
horse-drawn vehicles or by push cycles, 
That is a position that I do not under. 
stand, but it shows ‘that there is some- 
thing. wrong; for these vehicles are not 
comsidered to be dangerous. It is a very 
interesting point, and one that needs 
elucidation. It means that not only must 
the utechanically-propelled vehicles be 
controlled, but that there is an even more 
serious problem in the control of the 
horse-drawn vehicle-and the push-cyele.’ 

“Although theré have been nearly one 
thousand prosecutions for thé overcrowd- 
ing of ‘buses in six months, so far as | 
am aware there has not been one accident 
attributable to this cause. Fo my mind, 
the. number of these prosecutions proves 
very obviously that we still require a 


very .large increase. in: the» number of } 


‘buses’ plying for hire to meet the needs 
of the public. It also makes the“traffic 
problem more serious. stil]. 

“ The tramcar, the railway train, and 
the ‘private- motor car can overload as 
much as they like, and I fail to see the 
distinction that is drawn between them 
and the.’ buses. 

SPEEDING. 

“ As regards speeding, I have never yet 
heard of the prosecution of a tram driver 
for exceeding the legal speed limit 
allowed for the tramcar, or of a trap set 
for checking the excessive speed of this. 
type of vehicle. I understand that the 
legal speed-limit for the tramcar is 16 
miles an hour, and I can state, of my 
own observation, that on the much-dis- 
cussed Dalkey route the tramcars habitu- 
ally travel at 30 miles an hour. It must 
be remembered that the tramcar cannot 
swerve to avoid an accident, but must 
charge headlong to disaster. I would 
also like to draw attention to the fact 
that the tramcars now stop at any part of 
the route to pick up passengers, and not 
at the proper stopping places. 

“May 1 again express the hope that 
your reports err on the alarmist side, 
and that the accidents that have hap- 
pened in the last few months are excep. 
tional? As chairman of the Irish ’Bus4 
Owners’ Association, I am fully justified 
in saying that there is an urgent need 
for the better and more efficient control 
of all kinds of road transport in this 
country. I have always advocated that 
the whole transport system needed this 
reorganisation and control. 

**In conclusion, I would like to refer to 
that most invidious of all creatures, the 
‘jay-walker,’ and to that most dangerous 
of all users of the road, the careless and 
indifferent push-cyclist. It is in relation 
to these two that the problem is most 
acute,and itisin thesuocessiul elimination 
of the dangers that they give rise to tha 
most difficulty will be foumd. But eon- 
trolled they must be. in. the interests of 
all, How the ‘jay-walkeF™ can be con- 
trolled beats me.”’ ”

A WOMAN DRIVER’S:VIEWS. 

A woman taxi-driver, who has been drivin 
between four and ‘five ‘years, ‘stated tha 
neither she nor any of the three:men rivers 
whom she employs has ever had -a: fatal 
accident. She eonsiders that more cguld be 
done for the surface of thé-toads, which are 
very greasy. With regatd to the speed limit, 
she thought. it necessary in the city, but saw 
no reason ‘why it should not be abolished for 
small cars outside the city Lounds, bht not 
for the heavier vehicles, which have iteo much

Her manager expressed the opifiion; that 
trams were the cause of a great many of the 
accidents in the city. Very often pérsons 
were knocked down by a car of “tus when 
coming round a tram which hid theo’ from 
the driver. He held that trams shovld-not be 
allowed to come in furtheg than the outskirts 
of the city; they ‘were too’ frequently the 
causes of á traffic jam: For instance, at the 
Ballast Office, he said, at the rush hour, a 
line of traffic is often held ap because a tram 
is at a standstill... The rule is thatsa car 
cannot pass the tram on the éxit side anless 
there are two feet. free or one side and four 
feet at the other. If. the tram lines were 
néarer to’ the pavement, in the city streets, 
there would be room for a double line of

CORK, Thursday. 

Although the. numbers of. serious -and--of 
fatal street and road accidents are excep- 
tionally low for the large area of the ‘Gity 
and County of Cork, the local traffic-contro! 

roblem is no less ‘serious than that of

different aspect, however, and the difficulties

The dangers are increased not only by the 
growth of faster traffic in recent years,.. but 
also by the recent advent of omnibuses, which 
now ply to virtually all parts of the city and 
suburbs.

The newspapers describe the outrage as a

crime of a similar nature that occurred many 
years ago. Harle is employed as a telegta 


same age as Jeanine Bigogne. Both his wife 
and child are at present in Amiens. 


Harle maintained his story that he had run 
over Jeanine on his bicycle. 

This morning á man entered the jwlice 
station carrying a yellow suitcase, which he 
had found on the banks of the Seine. In it 
was the body of Jeanine, bruised and miut)- 
lated, through having been crammed into the 
small space. There was a touching scene 
when the weeping father and mother arrived 
to identify the remains. 

While Harle was being taken to be presenti 
at the search of the room the crowd became 
thréatening, and a strong escort of police was 
required to protect him. Traces of blood 
were discovered in the bed, and a blood 
stained piece of wood was tound under the 
mattress.

HANDLING. 


Suggestions for improving the handling of 
meat were made by Mr. P. F. Dolan, Chief 
Veterinary Inspector, Corperation of Dublin, 
at, the Royal Sanitary Institute Congress at 
Sheffield yesterday. 

“The clean handling of meat,” he said, 
‘ especially that of cows, bulls and the other 
rougher animals, should be studied much in 
the same way as the clean handling of mik— 
at the source. Bad conditions at the start, 
just as in the case of milk, can be masked, 
but their ill-effects can never be remedied. 
The meat of prime animals, especially the 
good cuts, is, as a rule, tender if hung for 
the normal time, but the waste of the 
coarser cuts and the meat of the rougher 
animals is tremendous, and, as far as | 
know, has never been estimated. Everyone 
has come up against the question of the 
tough steak, chop or joint, especially in the 
summer time, The value of this class of 
meat is almost lost to the consumer, 
and in many instances it is uneaten. In 
those cases where it is eaten it’ would pro 
bably be better if it were left untouched. | 
would like to press this point about the 
handling of meat in such a way as to make 
the meat not only eatable, but enjoyable to
